in Turkey 


Is Entitled to Claim in Accordance 


With Treottes Between Two 


Countries. 


Some, April 20.—The Turkish, am- 


' bassador has notified the Italian for- 


eign^ office today that the Sultan has 
yielded to King Victor's demands for 
authbrity to open Italian postoffices in 
Turkey, a privilege enjoyed by all 
other foreign powers. 
, 


On the strength of the Sultan's sur- 


render, orders for the Italian squad- 
ron's departure for a demonstration in 
Turkish, waters were, countermanded 
for the present. Formal orders for the 
fleet to. sail were being prepared when, 
the Turkish message was received.- 
The demonstration, is still "a possibili- 
ty for the near future, as the post- 
office question is but one of a number 
concerning which differences exist be- 
tween the two governments. 


For years it,has been felt in gov- 


ernment circles that Turkey has been 
taking advantage of the International 
situation to act in a high-handed man- 
ner toward Italians, showing but lit-. 
-tie respect for. Italian rights. 


This government, it is stated, has 


been indulgent, ibt wishing to cause 
complications which'might endanger 
the accord of the Powers with, regard 
to the Ottoman or the Balkan pro- 
blems. 


In addition, there 'has been much 


opposition, on the part of Turkey to all. 
.peaceful Italian initiative in Tripoli, 
and matters reached a climax when 
Italy as}ied , for permission to open 
postoffices 
in 
Turkish, 
territory, 


where other Powers already were es- 
tablished, and met with what is con- 
sidered by the administration 
here 


unjustifiable refusal, for besides being 
an "acquired right, Italy considers that

PLAGUE WJUi 


Two Thousand Rats Slain Daily 


In San Francisco. 


CAMPAIGN ACTIVELY WAGED. 


Health Officers Report $63,330 Contrib- 


uted to Fight the Disease—Two Hun- 
dred Men at Work Destroying Ro- 
dents—Plague Prevention Taught In 
Public Schools. 


The 
campaign in San Francisco 


against the bubonic plagde continues 
to be vigorously conducted, and the re- 
sults, the health oflicers declare, are 
becoming more satisfactory. 
Dr. Ru- 


pert Blue of the United States marine 
hospital service, who is in charge of 
the campaign, said that the co-opera- 
tion of the citizens m the movement to 
prevent the spread of the contagion is 
gratifying,' and he and his assistants 
are greatly encouraged. 


"Since Jan. 1 there have been only 


three cases," said Dr. Blue, "and one 
suspicious case-was brought to light 
the other day, that of a man who had 
been a vagrant for several months. 
He had been sent to the isolation hos- 
pital, and we will know about his case 
after be has been there a short time. 
None of the new cases has resulted 
fatally. 


"The work of exterminating the rats 


is progressing very satisfactorily. They 
are being killed off at the rate of 2,000 
or more a day. The rat infection in 
the infected districts averages about 
the same—about 1 per cent 
Fleas, 


•which carry the disease, are increasing 
in number on the rats as the weather 
grows warmer, and the citizens should 
therefore redouble their efforts in the 
bat'tle royal against the rodents. The 
•work of the citizens thus far is cer- 
tainly to be commended, and if it is 
maintained I have no doubt that we 
will be able to steer a clean road from 
danger." 


The first announcement made by the 


finance committee of the citizens' 
health body shows contributions of 
$63,330 toward the $500,000 fund which 
is to be raised for the purposes of sani- 
tation. 


Money is reaching the committee In 


large amounts. The Southern Pacific 
heads the list with a contribution of 
§30,000, -with -the Santa Fe second, 
with' $15,000. A small sized army of 
mea is being used in the work of sani- 
tation, and it is figured that the cam- 
paign will extend through the" entire 
summer. At least $500,000 in addition 
to the government appropriation will 
be used. 


The approach of the time" when the 


thousands of American sailors from 
the battleship fleet will be given lib- 
erty in San Francisco has aroused its 
inhabitants, andj business interests to 
the need for showing a perfectly clean 
bill of health. The garbage collection 
and destruction seuvice is_ being reor- 
ganized, and where residents cannot 
pay for. the removal of rubbish it is 
done at public expense. 


The eradication of the rats is an in- 


teresting feature of the plague war. 
The city employs a large force of men 
doing nothing but spreading poison 
upon brown bread, which is scattered 
systematically in certain squares of 
the city. Two hundred men are now 
employed. These men are trained in 
rat catching and as soon as they are 
competent are sent out to work in the 
districts into which the city is divided. 


The campaign is one of education, 


and meetings of every line of business 
have been held and the aid of the 
Church federation asked. Teachers in 
the public schools have incorporated 
plague prevention as a portion of the 
curriculum, and women's clubs even 
have inspectors at work doing volun- 
teer duty. Drug stores have been dis- 
tributing rat poison free, and rat traps 
and garbage cans cannot be obtained 
as fast as ttiey are required.

Murderous Brass Knuckles. 


A pair of "brass" knuckles were 


shown in E^sex Market court, in New 
York, the other day, which Lieutenant 
Jones of the court squad said were the 
most murderous weapons of the kind 
he had ever seen. They- were found on 
Mike Polchcsky, a Pole, of 19 Oakland 
street Greenpoint and were the cause 
of his being held in $1,000 bail for 
general sessions. He was arrested for 
fighting. The knuckles were of quar- 
ter inch steel and had five sawteeth 
about an iuch long, sharpened to a 
point In the palm of the hand were 
two spikes about two inches long, 
sharp enough to penetrate the brain if 
driven by a swing of the arm.

FEAR. 


Special Ward In a State Hospital For 


Those Threatened With Madness. 
A ward specially designed for the 


treatment of people who fear that they 
are threatened with Itisaulty is bclug 
built ut the Hudsoii River State hos- 
pital, near FoughUeepsie, N. Y., and 
will be opened lu a few weeks. It Is 
the plan of the state authorities to ac- 
tqpt voluntary nppl'icntloiis for treat- 
ment. There will be no red tape to go 
through with, and If the individual re- 
covers or finds that his fears were 
groundless there will be no court rec- 
ord-of Insanity to plague hltu and his 
heirs. 


The psychopathic building, as it Js 


termed, will have room for eighty 
patients. 
There will be a free clinic 


in connection with it, which will also 
be an Innovation. The plan of treat- 
ing incipient cases of insanity has been 
succeessfully tried in Germany, 
it 


will be tried this year also at the 
Bingbam'ton hospital, and next year 
it will be extended to the hospitals at 
Middletown and Utica. 


Superintendent Pilgrim of the Hud- 


son 'River State hospital Is strongly 
Irilpressed with the possibilities of the 
ne'w metho'd.1 


"The patients," he said, "need never 


see any of the regularly committed pa- 
tients to the hospital proper. Legisla- 
tive consent will be asked to receive 
and discharge the'm without an order 
of the court. This will make It possible 
to carry on a humane work of practi- 
cally limitless scope in the field of 
mental weakness." 


State officials in charge of the insane 


say that in the majority of cases pa- 
tients committed to institutions for 
treatment are in an advanced stages 
and hard to cure.

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Douglas, Friend of Workingmen 


Qualities of the Massachusetts Ex-Governor and Shoemaker 


Who Is a Presidential Candidate—A Favorite of Suc- 


cess, With a Genius For Overcoming Difficulties. 


One of the World's Greatest Home Men.

T 


HERE are a whole lot of men In 


this country who are presiden- 
tial 
posssibilities and don't 


know it. Conversely, there are 


a' lot who are not presidential possi- 
bilities who don't know that either. 
William L. Douglas, the Massachusetts 
ex-governor and shoemaker, belongs to 
the first class. 
Everybody knows 


Douglas. His face IB almost as fa- 
miliar as that of Lydla Pinkham. He 
is deservedly popular with newspaper 
publishers. 
Any man who*%ill pay 


teal money for having his picture 
printed deserves a boost from editors. 
Most public men expect the papers to 
run their portraits because of per- 
nonal pulchritude. 
Douglas doesn't 


He has shoes to sell and literally faces 
the world with that announcement. 
He ought to be president, and if the 
press of the country has a scintilla of 
gratitude it will make\him so. The 
politicians also could do worse than 
nominate Douglas. 
He would prove 


a great drawing card. Every man In 
supporting him would feel as if he were 
voting for one he had known all his 
life. But, whatever we may say for the 
politicians, the duty of the press is 
plain. Every newspaper "that is ready 
to practice what it preaches should 
place at the head of its editorial col- 
umns this ticket:" 


For President—"William L. Douglas 


of Massachusetts. 


Platform—It pays to advertise. 
Like John D. Rockefeller, Mr. Doug- 


las baa more money than hair. If these 


sachusette it was the same old story. 
He simply advertised his opponent out 
of all his majorities. One year before 
Roosevelt had carried the state by 
more than 85,000. Douglas, running 
on the Democratic ticket, reversed this 
and piled up a plurality of 35,000. He 
plastered the Bay State from end to 
end with scenes from his life and with 
his ideas on public questions. One of 
his most effective pictures was of him- 
self as a penniless small boy pegging 
shoes. That caught the eyes of the 
mill operatives. 


Admired by Toilers. 


There were other reasons, however, 


for his popularity among the working 
people. He had treated his men with 
justice, believing that policy to be 
good business. When the Association 
of Shoe Manufacturers opposed labor 
unions he had withdrawn. He believed 
that labor and capital should work as 
friends, not as enemies. 
On account 


of these novel attitudes he had gained 
the unbounded admiration of the toil' 
ers, not only of his own toilers, but of 
those all over the state. It is not im 
possible that other employers ,of laboi 
might learn a lesson from Governor 
Douglas. 


Despite the fact that Mr. Douglas' 


forehead seems so tall, be'himself is a 
short and slight man/and is much 
more timid and retiring than his pic- 
tures. It often requires a shy man 
to be a good self advertiser. People 
close to him say even W. R. Hearst la 
modest 
What excruciating agonies

two be any criterion, the amount of a 
man's wealth increases in Inverse ratio 
with his brain thatch. Douglas lost 
most of bis bair and is about the rich- 
est man in Massachusetts. Rockefeller 
lost all of his and is tbe richest man 
In the world. The proposition is also 
proved by the fact that there are so 
many men who have hair and nothing 
else. Another proof is that Populists 
do not like millionaires. It is remark- 
able the- number of things a man can 
find to support any idea be really 
wants to demonstrate. A chap in Chi- 
cago once started out to prove that the 
world is hollow and that we live on 
the inside of it and made a strong 
case. 


The general Idea concerning Gov- 


ernor Douglas is that he is an incar- 
nated advertisement 
This concept 


however, does him injustice. He was 
a sentient being before he ever knew 
the delights and profits of printer's 
ink- But his full glory had not then 
burst upon the world. He had not be- 
gun to sell shoes or run for president 
It was only by the employment of the 
engraver's art and of display type that 
he reached the full stature of his use- 
fulness. 


Capitalized His Features, 


I It was Barnum who suggested 
to 


Governor Douglas the way to make 
his face his fortune. 
Baraam was 


about tbe homeliest man ever seen out- 
side a museum, but this did not pre- 
rent him from capitalizing his fea- 
tures. By plastering his pictures on 
barns, trees and fences be convinced 
the American people that his circus, 
like his ugliness, was something out 
of the ordinary. 


Douglas was not as ugly as Barnum. 


but sowed his picture with a more 
vospariag bund. 
Wherever people 


•wore shoes there was his ad. in tbe 
midst <l them. He grew as celebrated 
as tbe mensles or tbe multiplication 
table. Presidents might come and go. 
but Douglas went on forever. 
His 


forehead, so nearly approximating in- 
finity, gleamed and glistened from ev- 
ery pace. 
Everybody came to deal 


with him because be seemed an old 
friend. 


When be ran for go\erncr of Maa- 


Bome of these shrinking souis must go 
through in the noble task of acquaint- 
ing the world witl> their virtues! 


Moves Straight Ahead. 


Governor Douglas cannot be inclnd 


ed la this category, however, for the 
reason that he has not made this sac 
riflce for the purpose of informing the 
public of his own virtues, but rather 
of the virtues of his shoes. 
Tha 


makes the martyrdom all the greater 
But like a hero, he. moved straigh 
ahead. He would slaughter his own 
modesty rather than leave the people 
in ignorance. 
-^JTp to the tune he struck the scheme 
that has made his lineaments better 
known than those of anybody excep 
the president and "the peerless," Mr 
Douglas accused his haled rivals of 
stealing his ideas. The moment he 
adopted a new lead in advertising they 
made it their own. But when he began 
printing bis picture they admittec 
themselves stung. They couid not steal 
his face. 


The year Mr. Douglas was made gov- 


ernor of the Bay State practically the 
entire north was swept by a Republic- 
an wave similar to that which obliter- 
ated Parker and landed Roosevelt All 
the rest of the Republican ticket was 
elected in 
Massachusetts. 
Douglas 


alone kept the Democratic party on 
the northern map. Xo wonder he be- 
came a presidential possibility tbe day 
after election. 


One welcome departure in his fight 


was tbat Governor DougJas paid for 
the advertising he received. Other can- 
didates expect the papers to advertise 
them "for the good of tbe cause." 


Despite this method of self exploita- 


tions, tbe governor elect reveaied^bis 
innate modesty by ascribing tbe result 
to the tariff. He took no credit for his 
oricinnl ways of conducting a cam- 
paign. In his posters, his page ads. 
nnd at his barbecues be bad told the 
people that American manufacturers 
tm-lT the pretense of boosting Ameri- 
ermi*m actually sold good* abroad nt 
a much Irs* price than at home. He 
fnrJner insisted that the tariff co^ts 
tb« people of Ma««u Iniselt* several 
times a-? much as it gives them In re- 
turn. So df*p an impression did be 


make that Massachusetts has remain- 
ed a hotbed of tariff revisionists to this 
day. 


He not only took a new departure in 


his canvass, however, but in office. He 
Insisted on making bis appointments 
from the most fitting material regard- 
less of party. It is so unusual for an' 
official to show himself an American 
before he is a partisan that members 
of the political machine could not un- 
derstand it. Whether it was disgust at 
this selfish and factional view of tbe 
bosses or for some other reason, Gov- 
ernor Douglas refused to be a cafKU- 
date for re-election. The "Republicans 
returned to their ascendency in Mas- 
sachusetts ^from that day, although 
they despaired of beating Douglas if 
he had been a candidate. 


Secret of His Strength. 


Those closest to the man whom 


many Democrats regard as their most 
pr< raising candidate say that the secret 
of his strength is the ease with which 
he does the apparently impossible. He 
is one of those favorites of success who 
have sufficient faith, will, energy and 
insight to enable them to surmount 
difficulties at which the average soul 
stands appalled. This faculty he has 
shown again and again in his busi- 
ness ventures as well as in his canvass 
for governor. 


While in no sense a politician, Mr. 


Douglas has been a member of both 
houses of the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture and mayor of his home city of 
Brockton. He is not only immensely 
popular with the workingmen, who 
point out that he has had no strikes or 
lockouts in his shops, but with the 
business men, who admire his integ- 
rity, his common sense and his genius 
for overcoming the difficult 


William L. Douglas is the son of a 


shoemaker, but where his father turn 
ed out one pair of shoes he turns out 
millions. In advising young men to 
stick to the last he gives the motto a 
new application. 
He says in effect 


-that if a cobbler changed his last 
every few minutes his shoes would 
have no more shape than a toad. That 
Is the way with the life work of a 
young man who switches occupations. 
In advising everybody to follow the 
shoemaker's 
motto the 
ex-governor 


practices what he preaches. The Doug- 
las family has stuck to the last and 
prospered. 


There was a time in young Douglas' 


youth when he deserted the waxed 
ends, however. He went to Denver 
and afterward to Montana in search of 
gold. Like the man who bunted for a 
treasure around the world and after- 
ward found it at bis own doorstep, 
Mr. Douglas returned to Massachusetts 
and discovered a gold mine in the shoe 
business that he had temporarily neg- 
lected. 


Great Home 
Man. 


In determining that the secret of 


wealth is at home he found the kin- 
dred truth that the secret of happiness 
is also at home. In consequence he is 
one of the greatest home men in the 
world. 


It is an inspiring fact that, however 


the "affinity" craze and divorce manias 
may obtain in our midst the American 
people will trust no man to look after 
their public business who is not clean 
and wholesome in his domestic life. 
If he does depart from the white way 
he loses his hold on the respect of the 
masses the moment he is found out 
Say what you will, the instinct of the 
many is for moral health. 


Just as his business methods are 


along the lines of integrity and fair 
dealing by all. Mr. Douglas' home life 
Is simple, kindly, unaffected and pure. 
As might be expected in the case of a 
man who shows such private integrity, 
the public career of Governor Douglas 
is without blemish. A really honest 
man is just as honest in his relations 
with government as he is in his deal- 
ings- with his neighbor. 
Not Successful Until He Married. 


There is a reason for Governor Doug- 


las' delight in liis home. He bad no 
success until he married. At that time 
he was a penniless shoemaker who bul 
a year or two before bad tramped 
through Nebraska and Colorado and 
almost starved on the plains. From 
his wedding day he began to prosper. 
His wife, who had been a Miss Naomi 
Augusta Terry, brought him no money, 
but she did bring him hope, faith and 
spirit which, after all, are the real 
substances out of which the success 
stuff is made. 


While not an orator, Mr. Douglas has 


a good appearance on tbe platform and 
speaks iu such a simple, sensible and 
direct manner that be wins bis hear- 
ers.

FROM FLORIDA TO NEW YORK 


Captain G. W. Johnson's Vessel Made 


pf Journals From All Parts of the 
World Proves Seaworthy—Its Out- 
aide Is Embellished by Headings. 


Captain George W. Johnson, the vet- 


eran Harlem river oarsman, has com 
pleted his newspaper boat, which Is to 
take him from St Augustine, Fla., to 
New York. The boat is made of news- 
papers from all sections of the world. 


There are twenty-seven thicknesses 


of paper in the bull and eighteen on the 
decks. The outside is embellished by 
headings of these papers. These head- 
Ings can be distinctly seen through 
the shellac. 


On the deufcs the headlines start from 


Florida and follow each state on the 
route to New York, which reaches the 
wash box amidships, says a St. Augus- 
tine correspondent of the New York 
Herald. The outside of the wash boxes 
contains the New York city papers and 
the ioBide those of New York state. 


On the port side of the boat Starting 


from the bow, the papers from Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island and Connecticut 
follow in order and reach amidships to 
the New York papers. On the star- 
board' side they start from Seattle, 
Wash., to California and then follow 
the foreign and western papers. 


The other night the boat was taken 


to the Casino, where Captain Johnson 
gave an exhibition in the pool. The 
craft was recently launched from Al- 
len's dock on the bay, where Captain 
Johnson gave an exhibition of rowing 
and testing the boat in very rough 
ter. The trials proved very satisfactory. 


After a few weeks' pracyce in the 


boat Captain Johnson will leave for his 
long row to New York, taking the in- 
side route, which Is nearly all inland. 
Abont 200 miles will be rowed on tne 
ocean, part of it from Beaufort, S. C., 
to Moorehead City, N. C., after which 
it is all inland. 


Stops will be made every night at 


some Tillage, town or city, where the 
boat will be placed on exhibition. The 
cruise will be taken in easy stages of 
ten to twenty-five miles a day, accord- 
ing to the weather and other condi- 
tions, and the oarsman expects to ar- 
rive in New York the latter part of 
June. 


Letters of Invitation have been re- 


ceived by Captain Johnson from a 
number of boat and yacht clubs along 
the route to be the guest of those 
clubs while in their vicinity. Among 
these is an tavita|{jOT by the Severn 
Boat club of Annapolis* Hd. 


The boat Is twenty feet In length, 


twenty Inches beam, six Inches deep 
and has five air tight compartments at 
each end. making It practically un- 
sinkable. Every section In the cockpit, 
with the exception of about twenty 
Inches for the foot stretchers, will be 
decked, so that if heavy swells wash 
over only about ten gallons of wa- 
.ter will remain in the craft, which 
will easily be bailed out 


Food and clothing can be carried In 


two two-foot hatches, with tools and 
other necessary articles. 


Captain Johnson Is a well preserved 


man and, although going on toward 
the sixty year mark, does, not look 
much more than forty. He^s stockily 
built, five feet se\en Inches In height 
and weighs at present 181 pounds. He 
was bonj at Middle Village, N. Y., and 
hasy been in the rowing game since 
childhood. For many years he was a 
prominent member of the Nonpareil 
Rowing dob of tlie Harlem river and 
Is well known by oarsmen all over the 
country. A grand reception has been 
promised him by the oarsmen of titie 
Harlem. S tat en Inland. New Jersey and 
Brooklyn clubs on his arrival in New 
York.

The Cincinnati Volksblatt, 
Mayor 


Markbreit's paper, publishes the fol- 
lowing editorial explanatory of 
the 


organization of the German-merican 
Alliance and its objects: 


"Its object is to enlighten and to 


educate the public. It will refuse the

"But even if tKe temperance people 


should command a majority the liber- 
als will for that reason not indulge in 
supine inactivity. They will fight for 
their-principles, no matter how strong 
their opponents are. 
The heroes to 


whom we owe the precious boon of 
American liberty were, too, at one 
time in a hopeless minority. For seven 
years they struggled, many a time 
their cause seemed lost, but they per- 
severed until they had achieved their 
freedom and independence. The liber- 
als in the United States are 
deter- 


mined to follow this noble example. 
They will not rest until they have 
liberated themselves of the yoke of 
temperance fantacism. 
Bu we scarce-

Nor can they deny that they throttle 
liberty. They disgrace manhood by 
treating grown people as minors. No 
one who has a spark of manhood in 
him can submit to such tutelage. To 
awaken tfie masses to their condition 
of mental servitude is the object of the 
liberals of Cincinnati and the United 
States. Whoever fosters the belief that 
sound reason must carry the day will 
not doubt the ultimate success of the 
liberals."

the local Trades Labor council, pre- 
sided o^'er the meeting in a most suc- 
cessful manner, demonstiaiing, com- 
ple'ely, Ms ability to successfully con- 
tact so large a. mass meeting. Thp 
speakeis ot the oec.ibion were Repre- 
sentative R. W. Howard, Mr. George 
Hamilton, Lmke Russeil and D. W. 
Hayes. 


Representative Howaid gave a biief 


but interesting description ot the man- 
ner in which business is disposed of 
in the House of Representatives, and 
pointed 
out the relationship of 
the 


labeling man to the law makers. 


Mr. Howard has 
been 
lecognied 


throughout the present legislative ses- 
sion as an active supporter of all the 
measures in behalf of labor that liave 
come before the House. 


The other speakers dealt extensive- 


ly with the position of all classes of 
laboring men on the question of pro- 
per legislation. 
The disadvantes of 


tne possible construction to be put up- 
on the Sherman Anti-Trust Law, as 
it now stands; the recent decision of 
the Supreme court declaring the Em- 
ployes' Liability law unconstitutional; 
the clause of the Brdman act relating 
to discharge on account of member- 
ship in a labor union, and other de- 
cisions of the courts that may be con- 
strued so that the effect is unfavorable 
to the laboring class, were discussed. 


A lengthy series of resolutions con- 


taining the protests of the body on 
these subjects were 
passed 
unani- 


mously and will be" presented to the 
representatives in congress 
and 
all 


legislative workers. 


The committee on resolutions con- 


sisted of Messrs. Ben Balger. repre- 
senting the Green 
Bottle 
Blowers' 


union, John Donahue of the Typogra- 
phical union, and J. H. Sharritt of the 
Barbers Local union. 


Meetings of this nature will be held 


all over the TJnited^States, under the 
auspices of the A. P. of L. The dates 
set for these mass meetings are April 
IS, 19, and 20. The final reports will 
then be submitted to the head coun- 
cil which will act directly with the 
legislators.

in session at Kanesville. and the ""de- 
cision of Mayor Shrjcer against Mut- 
tingly was reversed. 


It wil; be lemembered that 
Mr. 


Mattingly was served 
with 
search 


ard seizine papers after the expira- 
tion of the tmrty days given Johns- 
town saloon keepers to clear 
their 


rooms of all alcoholic beverages, af- 
ter the town was voted dry. Mr. Mat- 
tingly proved that he was not in pos- 
session of the room at the time the 
liquor was found there, thus 
being 


exempt from the effects of the thirty 
days order. In appears that in spite 
of this fact, Mayor Shrader fined him 
$200 and costs. 


The defendant secured permission 


to carrv the case directly into the cir- 
cuit court, where the decision of thc 
mayor was reversed and 
Alattihgly 


acquitted of the charge. 


Pipe Case Finding. 


The circuit court, in acting upon 


the case of C. G. Kaason, et al., vs. 
the Commissioners of Licking coun- 
ty, reversed the decision of the com-

for a pike from property holders be- 
yond a line at right angles to the en a 
of such pike. 


1C. G. Kasson and others, owning

claimed to be illegal and the

was brought into the court of com- 
mon picas, where the county commis- 
sioners were sustained in their ac- 
tion. 


Ths circuit court, held that this ac-
